If we are to adopt the same principle for the pro- 
vision and maintenance of boarding schools and industrial 
schools in this treaty as obtains to the others, we shall add 
greatly to the expenditure for education. We are under no 
obligation to provide any special form of education wider the 
treaty. The clause which deals with this matter is as follows: 


"Her Majesty agrees to pay the salaries of such teachers 
"whe instruct the children of said Indians as to her Majesty's 
"Government in Cowncil may seem advisable." 

The Department, in committing itself to a maintenance 
grant for boarding svehools within the district, at once assumed 
a large expenditure, and it is my view that we should not add

-(Q@xTRACT FROM A LETTER FROM THE VENERABLE ARCHDEACON WHITE OF ST. 


SOHN'S MISSION, WABASCA, DATED MARCH 19th, 1923. - 

"I forgot to mention that the Home had a fire during my absence, which 
would have proved very disasterous but for the timely assistance of all 
the inhabitants of Wabasca. Apparently the chimney of the kitchen 
stove caught fire, that is the Tar that gathers on the Tin, (although 
we make a point of cleaning this particular chimney about once a month). 
This must have ignited the roof, from which the flames ceiteht the 
Beaver Board on the Ceiling. Some of this Beaver Board dropped on a@ 
bed which caught in flames; only at this stage was it discovered. It 
fortunately happened in the daytime about Three in the afternoon. Mt, 
lovegrove was on the spot and applied water extinguishing the bed. The 
Flames shooting through the roof attracted those around, and they got 
it under control only just in time. Fortunately there was no wind. 

The roof is burned about 15 feet along the ridge, and three feet down 
on either side, about Six slabs of Beaver Board are destroyed and Five 
Quilts valued at Five Dollars each, They took down the Chimmey and 
covered the burned part again with boards and some tin Shingles. It 
would be a good thing if we could have enough Shingles to re-shingle 
the whole of the Kitchen roof. On Sunday we publicly thanked Almighty 
God for preserving the Mission from destruction. We need very badly 
another Chimney to pit on the roof at the other end into which the 
pipes of the other stove may run. The two stoves which are constantly 


in use are too mich for our Chimey, the soot and tar gathers too

I enclose an extract from a report presented by the 
Ven. Archdeacon A. S. White, Principal of St. John's School, 
Wabasca, Alta., in which he sets forth the extent of injuries 
recently sustained by that school through fire. It can readily 


be seen from the report that the consequences of the fire might 
heve been very serious. 


While it may be possible to receive some compensation in 
the way of insurance, it is not likely that this will be sufficient 
to purchase the shingles required to re-shingle the whole of the 
kitchen roof, or to build the chimey referred to in the Arch- 
deacon's report. I shall be glad, therefore, to know if you will 
authorize our Society to undertake any expenditure which may be 
necessary in this connection, and any other repairs or improvements 
which tay be required to make the school habitable during the 
coming winter. It is not the intention of our Society to spend 
any large sum of money on any of thetr theee Indian Residential 
Schools in the Diocese of Athabasca, but as this school is so 
difficult of access, and I was unable to visit it during my visit 
to that part last February, I shall be glad to know the exact 
amount of money which you will sanction for any urgent repairs, 
euch as those mentioned above, which may be necessary. It seems 
to me, so far as I am able to make an estimate at this distance, 
that somewhere about $1,000.00 will be required.

With further reference to my letter of Sept. 7., and 
our reply (No. 131-8-5) of Sept. 13, concerning the grant of 
$800.00 for our Society's School at Wabasca, I beg to state 
that as I had no knowledge of this money being expended on the 
School I wrote to Archdeacon A. S. White, the Principal, for 
information as to whether it had been expended locally, and if 
s0 in what way and on what authority. In his reply dated Nov. 
19, and which I have just received, he states that this money 
has not been expended. It appears to have been intended for 
repairs to the kitchen roof which was damaged by fire, but as 
it was impossible to get in the lumber before this winter they 
had to fix up the building as best they could with local 
material. As the Principal states that the permanent repairs 
cannot be effected before next spring, and that the whole of 
the $6800.00 will not be required for this purpose, I shall be 
grateful if you will reconsider my request for the engine and 
pole-saw, as set forth in the above letter. If $300.00 were 
spent on these this year the balance of $500.00 could be 
carried over to next year for the repairs to the main building, 
and would prove, I believe, sufficient for that purpose.

Reverend Sir: 


I have your letter of the 28th ultimo, with reference 
to the Wabasca C. of E. Indian Residential School. I note that 
repairs and replacements will have to be made in the near future 
and that more land should be cleared. It is true that you 
requested that an item of $750 be placed in the Estimates. for 
general repairs at this school; but I regret to inform you that 
it was not allowed. For many years, it has been the practice 
of the Department to provide e per capita grant and to supply 
classroom materials and drugs et church-owned Indian residential 
schools. For the past three years, when funds eould be found 
for the purpose the Department gave favourable consideration to 
capital expense. However, the responsibility for keeping the 
church-owned schools in good repair is with the church author- 
4ties. If funds can be found the Department will gladly assist; 
but there are so many pressing claims on the Appropriation for 
Indian Béucation, that the northern chureh-owned schools will 
have to be kept in good condition by the management, unless 
funds are specifically provided. 


I regret that there are no funds available at the 
present time for repairing the buildings or clearing land at 
the Wabasca C. of E. Indian Residential School.

Dear Canon Gould: 


I heve your letter of the 2nd instant, relative 
to repairs to chureh owned Indian residential schools. At 
an interview with church representatives, in April, 1922, 
the Honourable the Superintendent General stated that the 
Department would endeavour to keep the chureh owned build- 
ings in a state of good repair, until such time as new 
buildings could be provided. Ur. Stewart's letter to you 
of the 2ilst of the same month reads in pert as follows: - 
“As an interim srrengement, the Department of Indian Affaire 
will endeavour to have voted the funds necessary to enable 
the church authorities concerned to carry out the urgent 
repairs on the recidential sehool buildings owned by then." 


The intention behind the words quoted seems to 
me to be perfectly clear, and I am pleased to carry it out. 
If there was any ambiguity in the wording of the letter of 
February 19th to Mr. Indien Agent Laird, the main under- 
standing is not affected thereby. You will understand that 
requisitions for urgent repairs must of necessity precede 
the granting of funds by Perliament. There are eo many 
pressing claims on the Approprietion for Indian Bédueation, 
that many items are crowded out of the Eetimates. Certain 
repairs, particularly minor ones, will have to be financed 
by the respective school managements. I wish to assure 
you that, when funds are available, the Department will 
gladly aseirt with the necessary building activity at both 
etete and church owned Indian residential schools.

With further reference to your letter of July 17th 
last, number 131-8-5, and my reply to the same on July 20th, 
ze fire escapes and fire drill at our Society's Indian Residential 
School at Wabasoa, I beg to inform you that in a letter just 
received from Mr. Arnold, the Acting Principal, and dated Sept. 
6th, he states that poles have been erected to serve as fire 
escapes as suggested in my letter. He also states that fire 
dxill has been given, and directs my attention to the need of a 
fire alarm. Some time ago I suggested the use of a plow mould 
board for this purpose, in order to keep down expenses, but Mr. 
Arnold states that he had tried this, and has not found it 
satisfactory. He also states that the ringing of the hand bel 
does not waken the children, and requests that he be furnished 
with an electric alarm and 70 ft. of wire to install the same. 
Mr. Arnold has the batteries for supplying the current to operate 
the alarm, and it seems to me that he should be provided with the 
electric alarm he suggests and the wire, or else a good size 
bell which would produce sound enough when rung, to waken the 
chilaren. I shall be obliged if you will furnish me with your 
authorization to provide either of the above, in order that the 
safeguards at this institution may be made as safe as possible.

Last month I visited our Society's 3 Indian Residential 
Schools at Jabasca, White Fish Lake and Lesser Slave Lake 
respectively, chiefly for the purpose of ascertaining the repairs 
and improvements which must be provided to make it possible for 
the work to be continued for another year or two, until the 
proposed amalgamation of these 3 Schools has been completed, and 
a fully modern building constructed. At each of the institutions 
visited I went very carefully into this question with the 
Principal and the male agents on his staff, and enclosed herewith 
you will find a copy of the list which wes drawn up on the spot, 
and a further copy of which was handed to Mr. Indian Agent Laird 
at Grousrd. The estimated cost in each case, is only approximate, 
but they will serve as a guide to the total amount required. 
When I discussed this matter with Mr. Indian Agent Laird he 
expressed the wish that he had been advised of these requirements 
last Autumn. I explained to him that it was quite impossible for 
us to know at that time that precedence in the matter of new 
Schools to be built by your Department for our Society, was not 
to be given to the one we had requested on page 2 of our list of 
requirements for this year, namely, the one to supersede the 
jabasca, White Fish Lake and Lesser Slave Lake Schools in Northern 
Alberta. When that list was compiled it was felt that the nominal 
sum of 500.00 in each case requested for repairs at these 
institutions (see page 4 continued of our list) would be sufficient 
to enable the respective School managements to carry on until the 
new consolidated School was ready to be occupied. The decision, 
however, which has been reached by mutual agreement, between your 
Department and our Society that precedence in the matter of Schools to 
be built on our behalf, should be given to Shingwauk Home, has 
altered the situation, and made it absolutely necessary for the 
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o. ms 


a’. and improvements set forth on the enclosed list to be 
provided in order that the work at the institutions mentioned 
may be continued until they have been superseded by the central 
School which we have under contemplation. 


With regard to the work involved the Principals in 
each case informed me that most of it could be done by local 
Indian labour, and they felt that it would be a very great help 
to the Indians who have passed through an exceedingly trying 
winter on account of the shortage of fur, if they were authorized 
to undertake the repairs and improvements at once. The situation 
deserves prompt and careful consideration, and I earnestly trust 
that you may be able to advise me in the near future that your 
Department will furnish an authorization for our Society to proceed 


with the same.

As circumstances at present appear to indicate that we 
will be obliged to continue our work in the existing building for 
another year, I sincerely trust that your Department may be able

, a the class-room. 


As I am asking our Commission to add two more cows to 
the school herd, to provide two more heaters for staff rooms, 500 
feet of beaver board for the walls, a garden seeder, etc., I hope 
it may be possible for your Department to help our Society by 
providing the items I have mentioned. As all freight for this 
school should be delivered at Slave Lake, Alberta, on the N.A.R. 
not later than the beginning of February, a prompt reply will 
oblige. If the expenditure is authorized our Commission can take 
care of the purchasing and shipments should your Department desire 
them to do so.

The condition of the above mentioned building has 
been a cause of increasing concern to our Commission for some 
years past. An examination of their records shows that as long 
ago aS Nov. 22nd, 1923, they included in their list of require- 
ments to be provided by your Department a "new 8chool at Wabasca 


with increased Capacity of enrolment". Your Department recognized 
the need, even at that early date, but as the result of conferences 
between the Deputy Superintendent General, and the late Superintend- 


ent of Indian Education (Mr. Ferrier), and our General Secretary, 
it was later agreed to have one large and fully modern building 
erected on or near a Reserve at the west end of Lesser Slave 
Lake, which would amalgamate and supersede the three existing 


schools built and administered by our Church in that part, namely, 


St. Peter's at Grovuard, St. Andrew's at Thite Fish Lake, and 3t. 
John's at Wabasca. For some reason or another, the central 
building was never provided, and we continued to carry on as 
before, until the expense for repairs and maintenance became 
unbearable in June 1932, when St. Peter's school Was closed, and 
the pupils then in residence were transferred to ;: « Andrew's 
School at White Fish Lake. 


By authority of your Department (see your letter Aug. 
8th, 1932, No. 131-2-1) the Pupilage of the White Fish Lake and 
Wabasca schools was increased to 50 in each case. 


On April 5th, 1933, our Commission furnished you with 
What they considered were sufficient reasons why the pupilage of 
the Wabasca school should be increased from 30 to 40, but you 
replied on April 12th, 1933, No. 131-6-1, Stating that on 
account of reduction in your appropriation for that year, the 
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131-8-6&. 


Ottawa, January 25, 1934. 
Reverend Sir: 


I have your letter of the 18th instant, 
regarding the present condition of the main building 
at the Wabasea C. of E. Indian Residential Sehool, 
requesting that the Department give favourable con- 
sideration to the providing of funds to erect a new 
temporary building and enclosing a rough sketch of 
the proposed structure. 


In reply I have to say that the Main 
Estimates for the coming fiscal year have been com- 
yee 2 and submitted to the Treasury Board. Therefore, 
t will not be possible to provide therein the funds 
required which, it is noted, you estimate would be 
approximately $7,000. It t be poseible to give 
this matter consideration when the Supplementary 
Estimates are being prepared. There are, however, 
many demands which will have to be considered at that 
time, and I can hold out little hope that the De = 
ment will be able to provide the funds required 
carrying out the building scheme as outlined in your 
letter. Your =e will be placed before the 
Honourable the mM ster for his consideration.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the firet instant, in which you refer to the survey 
undertaken and completed in the Wabasca district. 


The records here indicate that a survey 
of the new Wabasca reserve has now been completed, but 
the Surveyor General, in a letter to the Department 
dated September 10th, indicates that the plan and 
detailed description of the land selected ie not yet 
available. In view of this fact, no steps have been 
taken to move the Indians of the four Wabasca reserves 
to one central location. 


I note, with interest, the recommendation 
of your Commission, that Section is, which is included 
in the land recent surveyed, be set apart as a echool 
site. The officials of the Department inform me thet 
it has not been the practice in the past to eet apart 
any ticular area for thie purpose until the erection 
of @ school, itself, is actually under discussion. 

I am convinced, however, that the representatives of 
your Chureh will experience no difficulty whatever in 
coming to a satisfactory agreement with respect to a 
suitable site.

You are probably avrare that during the 
last fisesl year the buildine program of the Government, 
with the exception of buildings necessary for the 
prosecution of the war, was completely suspended. ‘The 
appropriations usually set apart for the repoir of 
buildings at Indian day and residential schools, post 
offices and government buildincs generally was also 
reduced to the lowest possible figure. 


There are indications at this date that 
the appropriations set apart annually for the services 
provided by this Branch vill he still further reduced 
in the 1942-45 estimates. If such is the c se, this 
reduction will mean that only repairs to buildings that 
are urgently needed can be consicered by the Depertment. 


Requests for the const-vction of Indian 
residential schools at Wabasca end “Whitefish Lake, in 
your agency, have been received by the Department during 
the last two or three years from the Anv licen Charch 
authorities and a request for the construction of a 
residential school et sturgeon Lake, from Bishop Lanzlois, 
representing the Catholic Church in thet district. These 
requests have on more than one occasion been submitted to 
the Minister and discussed with him. At the last confer- 
ence the Minister issued instructions to have a complete 
educational survey of these reserves undertaken, with the 
object of determining whether or not local conditions on 
these reserves lent themselves to the construction and 

\X operation of Indian day schools. The Minister considers

tu Lake and, in case of sickmass and scarcity 
of fur a game, they are entirely dependant on the In- 
dien Department. 


Early in the fall the Indians get ready to leave 
for the bush, only a few old rationers remain on the re- 
serve. They generally go away, with their families, at 
the beginning of October in order to prepare their lines 
for the trapping season which begins by the squirrel at 
the beginning of December. They repair their cabins, 
haul feed for their dogs and horses and a few provisions 
for themselves. They even put up hay in some of the 
sloughs in the bush during the summer. Some of them come 
out for Christmas to sell a few pelts to replenish their 
provisions and then they go back again and come out only 
in May after the rat season is over. 


The same mode of living applies to the Whitefish 
Lake Indians as well and I imagine it would be quite 4 
problem to operate Indian day schools on these reserves, 
as it would mean supporting most of the families while 
their children attend school. 


There is one building at the R.C. Mission, at 
Sturgeon Lake which would be quite suitable for a day 
school. It is 64'x25' with a wing of 46'x 25' - 2% story 
high. The wing is the present boys' living quarters and 
the other part contains three small classrooms well equipp- 
ed. It is an llyr. old construction, but it appears to 
be in good condition. New foundations were built under it 
last year and, Rev. Father Lajoie who is in charge of the 
administration of those reserves estimates it at $25,000, 
This building would need very little alteration for a 
day school. 


With regard to transportation, all the trails 
leading to the Indian homes are fair and there is a good 
highway following the lakeshore. 


Having no blue print of Whitefish Lake Reserve 
I have made a rough sketch of it and have attached a list 
of the Indian families as done for Sturgeon Lake. You 
will note that there are only eighteen houses built on 
Reserve 155. One family lives on Reserve 155A. It is Harvey 
Nahachick and he has seven children of which four are of 
school age. Two others, Ruben Keeseepomato and Albert 
Ward are living on Reserve 155B at Mink Lake. This is north- 
east of Little Whitefish Lake, about 15 miles from Reserve 
$355. They both have children of school age. There are 
also seven families who have built their shack, outside 
of the Reserve, on lots. Two of these have children of 
school age. It is seemsthat the Whitefish Lake Indians 
do not attach any importance to where they build,theyz 
simply put up their shacks wherever it is the most con- 
venient for them to make their living. 
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° The present Residential School,at Whitefish Lake, 
is entirely out of place and it is not built on the reserve. 
It stands north of Reserve #155 and there is no Indian 
living there. The centre would be about 2 of a mile south- 
east of the Hudson's Bay Post. There is a small flat on the 
east side of the creek and this is whgre most of the In- 
dians are grouped. the farthest would have perhaps 4 little 
more than one mile to walk. 


There are two buildings at the C.E. Mission which 
could be used to good advantage for a day school. One of 
them is the present school house, a plastered log build- 
ing 18'x24' with shingle roof and spruce flooring, but it 
would probably need some repairs and new equipment as the 
present desks are very poor and insufficient for the num- 
ber of pupils attending school. The second, also a log 
building 20'x24' -1d story high, shingle roof and good 
spruce flooring mmixgned-sprece-fieertng, is practically 
new and was built with the Department's grant as an addition 
to the pupils and staff's old living quarters. This part 
is unfinished, but I believe it would answer the purpose 
when completed. Both buildings have no foundation. 


I regret to be unable to give you an estimate of 
the cost necessary to reconstruct end equip any of these 
buildings for Indian day schools. I consider that this 
part could be done more satisfactorily by an architect.

I note with satisfaction the suggestion that 
a Day School might be conducted, but am personally doubt- 
ful that there would be enough children who could attend 
with any regularity. I visited this school last February, 
and my impression is that most of the pupils come from 4 
distance, 


There is only a fortnightly mail to Wabasca, but the 
Principal was able to get a letter out to us on the day of 
the fire as follows; 


“ As you have already heard by wire the Main Building 
burned to the ground on the morning of January lst. 

At ll a.m. Miss Bell, the Acting Matron, sent two 

irls down to the Mission House to report that the School 
building was on fire. I hurried to the school and dis- 
covered that the flames were already coming through the 
roof over the Junior Girls' Dormitory. It had gotten 
too far ahead to save the building so we rescued as much 
bedding, etc. as we possibly could. The fire racec 
through the whole building and was burnt to the ground 
in a few hours. 

Fortunately all the children, except five, had gone 
home for the day and the others were awaiting the arrival 
of their parents. So staff and children were all safe, 
Miss Harcus and Miss Bell were the only staff members 
who were living in the building. Miss Harcus managed to 
retrieve all her personal belongings. Miss Bell lost 
about fifteen dollars ($15.00) in cash and clothing to 
the value of fifty dollars (ij50.00). However, we are 
thankful that the fire occured in the daytime and that 
there was no loss of life.

The future of this school has now been discussed by our 
Commission and we have alsé been in frequent communication with 
the Bishop of Athabasca. The matter will come before the Executive 
Committee M.S.C.C. on February 20th, and I am desired to seek the 
mind of the Indian Affairs Branch before that date. 


I find that in October 1927 my predecessor advised the 
Commission that the Indian Department desired to amalgamate the 
three Church schools in the area, namely, Wabasea, Whitefish Lake 
and St. Peter's, Lesser Slave Lake. The Commission concurred in 
this conclusion and in 1928 urged that the Department allocate an 
amount to allow for the construction of a large new school. Early 
in 1929 it was urged that action should be taken without loss of 
time as “the existing buildings are no longer safe for habitation". 
Apparently the Bishop of Athabasca and his missionaries were 
strongly opposed to the suggestion and this led to action being 
deferred. The proposal seemed to be that the new school should be 
built on the site of St. Peter's, Lesser Slave Lake, near Grouard. 
After this school closed down on June 30th, 1932, and the few 
remaining pupils were transferred to Whitefish Lake, the suggestion 
then seemed to be that the school should be built at the last-named 
place. 


Our correspondence shows that the proposal was again 
discussed in 1935 and 1936 but no agreement was reached. At the 
present time the Commission and Bishop Sovereign are in full agree- 
ment that it is not advisable to suggest any amalgamation,and there- 
fore urge the construetion of a new building at Wabasca. Conditions 
have greatly changed in our judgment in the past eighteen years and 
the attitude to institutional life is not what it wase Two distinct 
communities are found at Whitefish Lake and Wabasca, separated by 
150 miles of an almost impassable wilderness, and it seems clear to 
us that they can best be served by two smaller schools rather than 
one which would be at either pointe Indian sentiment appears to be 
more strongly than ever in favour of having children nearer home 
and there is much to be said for having a school as the centre of 
community life. In each case new buildings have been constructed 
or acquired since the proposal to amalgamate was dropped and our

I beg to enclose 
some sketches of a rough plan which we have worked out and for 
which an estimate of cost is being secured. This plan may be 
summarized as follows:- 


Rectangular building consisting of cement and stone basement, 
main floor of log and frame construstion with attic above. 


Basement 10' high would allow for furnace room, kitchen, 
dining rooms, washrooms and playrooms.

We shall be grateful if this matter can be given early 
consideration and that we may know what assistance we may expect See 
the Department in constructing such a modest building.

100 miles and cannot be used for heavy loads once the thaw occurs.

I wish to refer to your letter of 2-2-45, wile 131-8-5, re 
Wabasoa C.E. School, instructing me to visit this school and make 
a@ o@reful survey reg@rding the provision that has been made for the 
children, and I now wish to make the following report. 


On the evening of February 13th. I left the eneoy by train 
for Slave Lake, en route for Wabascs, leaving Slave Lake on the mor- 
ning of the 15th by team, arriving at Wabaso® on Saturday 17th. 


Boye living quartere consists of @ log building 28 ft. X 26ft. 

14 f%. high. The ground floor is used for ingide recreation and 1i- 
ving quarters, 8nd the upet@ire is used for the boys dormitory. 
There. is 16 beds in thie dormitory, @leo one cupboard 5ft-high by 
Sft.. wide, and another cupboard ktt.wide and 6ft. high. The build- 
ing is heated with & cast iron heater, and ® 7 inok pipe. This pipe 
passes through the attic, and is protected with & met@l chimney, 
making it quite safe. The only fire escape for the dormitory, is @n 
dineide stairway, which is in fair shape, but would be rather dan- 
gerous in & case of fire. There ie @leo &n addition to this build- 
ing 12ft.X 28ft. which ie used @6 living quarters for the boys. 


This is aleo &® log building. Both these buildings are roofed eith 
shingles. . 


The building occupied by the girls, is & log building 34ft. 
X 34rt. 16 ft high. The ground floor of this building is used for 
@ kitchen, 20ft.X 12ft. etaff’s dining room 12ft.X 12ft. and din- 
ing room for the children purt. X 34ft. Everything is very much crowéed 
on this floor, and it is rather adiffiowlt to have things in order. 
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There is a sag in the middle of this floor of approximately 10 inches. 
The stove in use fér cooking, is an ordinary eix hole range, far to 
@m@ll for this purpose. 


The second floor of this building is used for the girls dor- 
mitory. There &@re 13 beds for the girls, and one bed for the guard~ 
ien. There is a@leo & st@nd for wash basins, and & em&ll closet for 
the girla clothing. The building ie heated by a large cast iron heat~ 
er with @ seven inch pipe leading right to the peak of the roof. 
There is no attic in this building. The pipe is securely fastened, 
and also protected at the roof with & metal chimney. The only fbre 
escape is an inside stairway, which is not the best, however I be- 
lieve that the fire hazard is not so great in this building. 


The building ueed for the school, is @ log building 20ft.Xx 
28ft. one stérey, with 3 dowble windows, and heated with a cast iron 
stove. This building is in fair shape, but in my opinion ie to small, 
to accomodate 41 children. This was the number of children attending 
at the. time of this visit. I was told by the acting Préncipal that 
he did not expect @ny more. 


All the pther buildings are old log buildings, and none of 
them in very good shape. I do not think that any of them &re worth 
spending any money for rep&iring them.

I beg to refer to your letter file 160-2 dated 
August 30th and now beg to enclose recipted accounts in 
quadruplicate from the W. H. Clark Lumber Co., Edmonton, 
totalling $734.48. As you advised us that $700 had been 
allocated for this school, I shall be glad if it can be 
paid in settlement of these accounts. 


You will recall that after the fire on Jan. lst, 
1945, destroyed our main school building we were able to 
fix up some buildings which were formerly in the possession 
of the Revillon Co. This was only a temporary arrangement 
and we urged the Department to build a new school at this 
point. When it 8 found impossible to do this under war 
conditions, we decided that it wes necess2ry in the interests 
of the children to go ahead with a lerge log building which 
might later become a unit of the school which we have reason 
to hope the government will build when conditions allow. 
The logs were gradually cut and heuled to the site while 
the snow was on the ground and the lumber and other items 
were ordered in Edmonton and from local mills in the Slave 
Lake area. The total cost to dete has been over $1500 and 
we shall therefore welcome the contribution of the Depart- 
ment as suggested above.

17th, requesting that I endeavour to locate & suitable 
Man to act as foreman for the construction of the above 
noted school. All efforts were made in this vicinity to 
locate such a man but todate this has been to no avail. 
In a recent trip to Edmonton I interviewed a contractor 
who stated that he may be interested in the building of this 
school as well as the residence of the Assistant Agent at 
Wabasca. 


The contractor, Mr. J.A. Boisvert of $754-92A 

Avenue, Edmonton, Alberta; phomed me over the long distance 
telephone this morning and stated that he is willing to 
undertake the construction of the Church of England School 
and the residence of the Assistant Agent at Wabasca. His 
charge in this connection is 60% of the cost of all material 
F.0,.B. Wabasca exclusive of &xoavation. ne 1s Willink howerer, 

S¥vise the excava*ion at no additional cost. This 
work however will have to be done by Indian labour and horses. 


Meanwhile, it would therefére be gredtly appreciated 
4f a blue print and a specifications for the Church of England 
Residential School were Ait Mailed either to Mr. Boisvert or 
myself. Mr. Boisvert is naturally interested to find out the 
exact type of construction that will be required before giving 
his final bid. 


I have also on hand the blue print for the residence 
of the Assistant Agent but have not yet received the speci- 
fications for same. It would therefore be appreciated if this 
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also could be received. I have personally seen various 
buildings built by Mr, Boisvert and I can recommend his 
work. He will bring his crew, which is made up of 4 
considerable number of men, but also atates that he will 
require Indian labour to @ great extent. 


The matter was discussed over with Mr.

By now, you should have received a copy of the 
blue-printe dealing with the new building plenned for the 
Wabasce Residential School. Originally the Indien School 
Againistration of the M.S.C.C, intended to cerry out this 
building project. However, due to the sudden deaths of the 
lete Dr. Alderwood and Canon House, it has been necessary for 
the Department to assum this responsibility. 


The plans and the bill of materials were 

prepared by the M.5.C.C. The Department has already purchased 
the materials listed by the M.5.C.C. as necessary and these 
have been forwarded to the school. Mr. Landry should have 
copies of these purchese orders, However, atteched hereto 

is a copy of the original bill of materiale which was sent 

to us by the M.S.C.C, With regard to the type of building 

I would like to quote froma letter of the late Canon House 
dated December 9: 


"Please note that a log building on stone 
masonry walls is contemplated and that the necessary 
logs, field stone, sand and gravel are not detailed 


on the enclosed bill of material because they can be 
obtained to best advantage, locally. 


"as indicated in this office letter of 20th 
November, *h® estimated cost of procuring the logs 
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field stone, sand and gravel in the vicinity of Webasca 
is $550.00 to $650.00." 


Insofar as we have been able to ascertain here, 
no provision has been made for procuring the logs required. 
This is unfortunate but due to the sudden deaths of the 
two Superintendents of the Indian School Administration 
of the M.S.C.C., it was impossible to clean up all the 
loose ends in some of their projects.

I have today interviewed Mr. Blouin in that res- 
pect but this man is in the neighborhood of 70 years of agee 
Although he is reputed to possess a very high standard of carpenter 
skill, he himself admits that he is somewhat advanced in age to 
undertake such a construction, especially in a remote area such 
as Wabasca. I have no Specifications on hand here nor Bill of 
Material, or purchase orders of any kind for the Church of England 
School blocke The only thing that I could give him was one set 
of blue prints that was forwarded here by youe It is to be noted 
that while Mr. Blouin himself does not appear to be interested in 
giving a bid, his son Alfred who is well reputed, may possibly 
be interested. At the present time both Alfred and Ebraim are in 
Whitefish Lake about to start the construction of our Day School 
theree They do not expect to finish that construction before the 
15th of August. 


As previously stated the material for the agency resi 
dence at Wabasca has reached there and is conveniently stored there. 
This building therefore could be started on at any time. I regret 
however that 1 cannot say the same for the school block.

Only a fow 
of the logs have been delivered on the premises and I have been in- 
formed by the Reverend Brown Christie that he was unable to get re 
logs supplied as the Indians refused to work for him. 


While in Wabasca I made an effort to obtain from 
Reverend Christie as much information as I possibly could, but this 
was to little avail. He did not know whether he had received any 
purchase orders or not and also stated that as the invoices were 
coming in, they were sent to the M.S.C.C, after the material had 
been checked against it. He could not inform me whether he had rem 
ceived invoices or purchase orders covering all the material. The 
whole matter seemed to be somewhat obscure to him and from this 
point there is very little that I can do as I am totally unaware 
of what was shipped and so forth.

I understand that ny Superintendent of Educetion 
and your Chief Architect have already discussed these two 
projects with Mr. Taylor.

Superintendent Lapp and I have returned to the 
Agency after five days at Wabasca, part of which time was 
occupied with the Representative of the Bond Construction 
Company, and Mr, Snape, Snginser of the Land and Development 
Branch, locating sites for the school block and the Assistant 
Agent's house, and preliminar arrangements for commencement 
of construction worke 


A new site on the Chureh of England property was 
chosen. Mr. Snape favoured this because water could be easily 
pumped from the lake and sewage easily disposed. The site is 
‘less than one-half@north of the present buildings. It isa 
beautiful spot. Mile 


The principal of the school, Reverend Mrs AeL. Davies, 
acreed to the location and also 4 reed that the pupils living 
in the new building could attend their classes in the buildings 
now used for that purpose. 


We learned that no person has succeeded in obtaining 
water from any but very shallow wells, ‘The Hudson's Bay Company 
have drilled without success. Shallow wells are uncertain and 
unsatisfactory. As a result the trading company, the Church of 
England Mission, the Roman Catholic Mission, and all other 
residents haul water in barrels from the lake on the south side. 
The new site is on the north side and Mr. Snapets choice is only 
a few hundred yards from the new school site and water shouldbe 
available at all times. 


The Bond Construction Company will no doubt commence 
work this weeke 


In regards to the site for the Assistant Agent's 
house, we encountered difficulties in making a choice, After 
surveying the whole situation carefully, lots near the new Church 
of England school site was our choice because the location is 
within a short walk to the schools, churches and trading post, and 
centrally located near all the Indian reserveBe 


On the 23rd we were fortunate in meeting a man by the 
name of Gladue who claims to have a title to the lot which would 
be suitable. It contains 4.2 acres and on it are two log houses, 
one of which was recently built end of very good constructions 
Mr. Snape valued this between $150.00 and $200.00 and to this I 
agreed. The owner asked $300.00 for the land and buildings. I 
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considered it to be a very fair price. The good house eould 
make an office and the other an out-building. He was advised 
that his price would be accepted if he could give a clear title. 
I contacted the Inspector of Municipal Affairs at High Prairie 
today where I learned that the property is owned by a one Auger 
who may be the same man a6 Gladue because these mixed bloods 
can have more than one NAM. Before I leave the Agency this 
information should be supplied by Mr. Fraser, Assistant Agent, 
There are tax arrears but it is possible that the purchase 

can be made at the Department of Municipal Affairs, Edmontone 
This I am sure will be accepted by the Branch. I will be in 
Eamonton on my return to Calgarye 


As the Bond Construction Company hope to excavate 
pasements of both buildings and erect foundations before freeze up, 
the purchase of the sub-agency site must be made as quickly 4s 
possible. If I do not hear from you to the contrary, in care of 
the Charles Camsell Hospital, I will contact the Supervisor of 
Tax Recovery, Edmonton, and try to affect a purchase so work can be 
started immediately pending complétion of the sales

Referring to my memorandum of October 25th » we understand 
that Mr. Taylor of the Bond Construction Company is interested 
in the erection of both the dormitory block required at the Wabasca 
Ci. Residential School and also the Assistant Agent's house. 


The sum of $18000.00 was provided in this year's Estimates - 
Education Vote - for the erection of the dormitory block. Some of 
this money has been spent in the purchase of the materials rem ired 
for the building. You will recall that it was the original intention 
to have thie building constructed by the 1.5.0.C. However, it is 
now evident that due to financial difficulties the M.S.C.C. will not 
be able to erect the building. 


Funds to the amount of $8,000.00 wore provided in Indian 
Agencies Vote for the construction of the Assistant Arent's residence. 
The mterials for this residence were shipped to Wabasca last winter. 
The materials shipped were those listed by your Architectural Service 
as being required to construct a residence in accordance with 
Plan Noe NP5.

As the projects are myable from two different votes, namely, 
Indien Education and Indian Anencies, you should furnish separate 
estimates for each project. 


From brief convereetions which wo have had with lt. Tayler, 
it would appear that som edditional mterials will heave to be 
purchased end, no doubt, lx. Tayler can furnish you Officers with 
& list of those materials after he has visited the site and has 
exanined the materials which heve been delivered. We will, tharefore, 
need to know also the estimated cost of the additional mteriale 
whieh it will be necessary to allow lr. Tayler to purchase.

I note that you give an evaluation of $13,757.92 for the 
nine buildings listed. I am to say that my Society accepts this 
valuation. 


I note also the suggestion that when the new building, 
now under construction, is completed, there may be some of the 
nina buildings mentioned above which may not be required. I would 
point out thet at Wabasca, as in the case of the other northern 
schools which are under negotation, my Society purchased or erected 
buildings at a time when Government was not prepared to do so, and 
thus made possible the continuance of schools that would otherwise 
have been closed. Furthermore, as was explained to the Minister 
last year, the proceeds of the sale of all these puildings will be 
applied on the very heavy debt incurred in carrying on our sixteen 
residential schools under war-time conditions. We naturally hope 
therefore, that all the buildings at Wabasca, 4s listed, will be 
purchased. anneal 

In the concluding paragraph of your letter you refer to 
another letter in which it is proposed that the officials of our 
Indian School Administration and those of your Branch might meet 
for further conference. The letter mentioned has not yet arrived; 
but I may say we should weicome the proposed conference.

As you are aware, the new dormitory block at 
Wabasea will be nearing completion by June or July. ‘Therefore, 
we have indicated to the M.S.C.C. that we would be interested in 
purchasing only those buildings which are essential for use with 
the new dormitory block. In a reply just received from Canon 
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Dixon, he points out the following: 


"I note that you give an evaluation of $13,737.92 
for the nine buildings listed. I am to say that my Society 
accepts this valuation. 


"I note also the suggestion that when the new 
building, now under construction, is completed, there may 
be some of the nine buildings mentioned above which may 
not be required. I would point out thet at Wabasca, as 
in the case of the other northern schools which are under 
negotiation, my Society purchased or erected buildings at 
e@ time when Government was not prepared to do so, and thus 
made possible the continuance of schools that would other- 
wise have been closed. Furthermore, as was explained to 
the Minister last year, the proceeds of the sale of all 
these buildings will be applied on the very heavy debt 
inourred in carrying on our sixteen residential schools 
under war-time conditions. We naturally hope therefore, 
that all the buildings at Wabasca, as listed, will be 
purchased." 


Would you please arrange to inspect the situation

It is also 
true that there is a large number of logs and 
possibly other building material which might be 
used in the construction of a new house, but I 
can only recommend this expenditure if you have 
lots of surplus funds. I certainly could not 
recommend that you take funds which should be 
used to build day schools throughout the province, 
because I don't think the need is so urgent. 


I have never seen the plan of ‘he new administration 
building, but I understand it does not include 
Classrooms. Therefore, the children will still attend 
classes in the buildings which are situated near the 
principal's present residence. 


It is a logical assumption that he will have an 
assistant principal or matron in charge of the 
administration building, and it is my experience 
that unless the principal lives in the school, he 
must delegate responsibility to the senior assistant 
in his absence.

The following is an extract from a recently 
received letter from Principal Davies of Wabasca. As the season 
is rapidly drawing in and school re-opening is just over the 
horizon an early reply to Mr. Davies questions would be appre- 
ciated. 


* We are awaiting word re classrooms. Are old buildings 
going to be converted for that purpose? If the present 
classroom is not going to be used I would like permission 
to turn it into a henhouse. We certainly need some chickens 
but it is no use getting any until we have a place to put 
them into. 


By looking at the plans of the present new Building 
you will see that no cupboards or shelves have been ar- 
ranged for in any of the playrooms or dormitories nor in 
any of the storerooms., Staff bedrooms have clothes~-closets, 
the kitchen is supplied with a goodly number of cupboards 
and drawers but no where else in the building. Now you will 
realize that there must be cupboards and shelves for child- 
ren's clothes - they will not be able to simply throw them 
on to the floor. Who pays for this work? Where does the 
lumber come from? I asked Mr. Taylor of the Bond Const. Co. 
and he said they are not on the plans. This is urgent - as 
supervisors will be asking - where are the cupboards? There 
are no carpenters at Wabasca. Any work we had done was done

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by Indians and this kind of work will not do in the New 
Building.”

I desire to refer to my memorandum of September 27 
enclosing copy of telegrem which wes sent to Superintendent G. 5. 
Lapp on September 23. Today we are in receipt of a letter dated 
September 26 from Superintendent Lapp. This letter reads in 
pert as follows: 


“Reference is made to your telegram of September 
23ra and to your letter of the same date, file 767 (£ 1). 


"It is noted that the erchitect stated that neither 
the heating plant nor lighting plent should be operated until 
the building is taken over by the principal of the school. 
You will note paragraphs four and six of Mr. Basler's letter, 
copy of which was attached to our letter of September 16th, 
state thet the heating and power plants end water pump will 
econ be in danger of serious damage from frost. It might be 
noted that the temperature in High Prairie at 7:30 a.m. today 
was 22 degrees F. and since Wabasea is further north the 
temperature may well have been lower. Should the nights 
continue cold and the Residential school remain unheated, 
Gamage is almost certain to be done to expensive equipment. 


“Would it not be possible to employ an engineer who 
would be responsible for the heating and lighting plants and 
water pwep until such time as the principal of the school 
assumes responsibility for the building and equipment? 

It should be noted that there are at present no carpenters 
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at Wabasca and that a competent workman would very likely 
have to be brought from Edmonton by aircreft."

As arranged on the telephone this afternoon, I 
send you herewith e copy of a letter, dated 27th September, 1949, 
just received from the Principal of the above school, Rev. A. Le 
Davies, about the lighting plant and fuel oil supply there. 


If the fuel consumption is as heavy as anticipated, 
the operation of this plant is going to be an expensive item when 
freighting charges from Slave Lake to Wal ascaare considered, It 
seems unfortunate that a battery plant was not provided instead of 
the A.C. plant that was supplied because then the engine would only 
have to be run for charging the battery, operating pumping plant, 
iaundry equipment, etc., all of which could be Gone during a com- 
peratively short period each day.

We heave just received nineteen barrels of oil from the Imperial 
Oil Ltd., Fdmonton, there is one more barre] due. Freighter informed me that 
no more oi] can be got unless we send out empty barrels. This is impossible 
&s we have no storage tank and will require a large amount during the winter 
freighting season. What is to be done about the barrel situation? Can you 
get satisfaction from your end? 


The twenty barrels of oil will not last more than one month 
if real-long - if the engine is to run 24 hours a day. It is not an sauto- 
matic engine as the Government authorities thought it to be. To turn it on 
or off has to be done in the power engine room which is outside the main 
building. If Mr. Basler is to receive lights from us - then we cannot close 
off the engine any earlier then 1 a.m. If the engine is turned off then the 
fire alarm will be useless at night. I believe you said in an earlier letter 
that the Government would be making enquiries through their local agent about 
this. 


What I am trying to say is - more oil will be required before 
Winter freight rates come into operation. Have I the authority to order what 
is needed to hold out until winter? Ther place an order for our year supply 
with the Imperial 011 Co. What of the situation - we shall need a 
large number = quite expensive I think - holding the barrels at $8.00 each, 


Would the Depertmen interested in supplying a large 
storage tank then we could a truck come out when the road was 
suitable in midwinter?

As you are aware the new dormitory at Wabasca has now been 
completed and is awaiting the officiel turn-over to the Ange 
lican Mission for their usée 


Mr. Davies, Principal of the C. of E. School here has advis~ 
ed ms thet he does not intend to move into this building un= 
til it has been provided with shelves end cupboards and until 
ali furnishings heve been provided. He hes also intimeted 
thet his Mission does not plan to send in an engineer until 
the building is ready for operation in every respecte As you 
kmow furnishings and equipment for this building are on req- 
uisition and negotiations are also in progress with respect 
to heaving shelves and cupboards installed. However, due to 
unavoidable routine deleys, these supplies are very slow in 
reaching here and the first load of freight for this building 
is only now enroute from Slave Lake to Wabasce by horse team. 


Mr. Davies is currently having the old building put into con- 
a@ition for the opening of the Fall schocl term and for the 
housing of the children and by the time this report reaches 
you school will have commenced in the old buildings. It app- 
ears certain that the new building will not be taken into use 
until after the beginning of winter and I do not anticipate 
that it will be occupied before Christmas once school has 
opened in the old buildings. 


It may not be fully realised in our headquarters that this 
situation requires very early attention as it 1s of the great- 
est importance that the building be operated, even if not occ= 
upied, before it begins to freezes It should be pointed out 
thet the weter system throughout the building is now full of 
watere The boilers and tanks also contain weter,. The radiat= 
ors in the power plent engines are aiso filled with water and 
there is a serious denger of demage to the water pump on the 
Leke front unless heat is provided before frosty weather sets 
in. 


As it is certain that the building will not be fully equipped 
en@é ready for the C. of 8. to assume responsibility of it bee 
fore heevy frosts set in it may become necessary for the Dep-= 
artment to send in a man to fire it in order to protect it 
against possible serious demege from froste Sufficiently 
heevy frosts to damage the svstem in the building may be expect 
ed next monthe 


I have exemined the water and heating systems in the building 
to see whether I could drain all the weter out of it in the 
event of early frosts becoming » danger but + can not see how 
they can be completely drained to avoid all denger of damage 
through freezing if no heat is providede 


I should endeavour to make it very clear thet Mr. Davies hes 
emphesized the point thet he will not assume responsibility 
until the building is completely ready for occupency.

Our letter of June 24th contained detailed explanations 
Justifying increases in the cost of constructing the Dormitory 
Building at Wabasca. The Contractor's original estimate for 
the cost of constructing the Dormitory Building and the Assistant 
Indian agent's Residence was €150,000.00 including mwaterisuls pur- 
chased by the Indian affairs Branch during the 1947-48 fiscal 
year in the amount of $13,474.98. Mr. Taylor of the Bond Con- 
struction Company gave us a revised estimate on June 17th which 
indicated that the cost of constructing the Dormitory Building 
alone, not including the materials purchased during 1947-48 by 
the Indian Affairs Branch, would total $166,000.00. Since con- 
struction was nearing completion we felt that the Contractor's 
estimate should be an accurate one, and a request was mace in our 
letter of June 24th for an additional $18,000.00. 


Final expenditure figures were received from Mr. Taylor 
August 45lst by telephone and we learned that the Contractor's 
June estimate of $166,000.00 for the Dormitory Building (ex- 
clusive of materials purchased by Indian Affairs Branch) was too 
low by $24,000.00, / Financial requirements for 1949-50 will there- 
fore total $92,000.00, us follows:

Replying to your marginal notation of the 13th ins- 
tant, on Major MacKay's memorandum to you dated October 11th 
last in connection with safety precautions to the mechanical 
services at the above, you are advised that the action taken 
by Supervisor Gooderham is satisfactory. 


You have been previously advised that so far as 
construction is concerned, Supervising Engineer Perrie of our 
Regina office, has certified that the building has been com- 
pleted in accordance with the design prepared by this office 
and has been accepted on pehalf of the Department and turned 
over to the local Indian Superintendent. 


In addition to the above however, we have received 
Major MacKay's memorandum of October 6th which carried your 
notation of the 13th instant, and in which is set out an ana- 
lysis of cost by Canon Cook of the M.S.C.C. for operation of 
the installed lighting plant, Canon Cook is endeavouring to 
convince the Indian Affairs Branch that {it would be advanta- 
geous to replace the existing alternating current plant which 
has not yet been placed in operation, with a direct current. 
unit due to the cost of fuel oil required for operation, 


The type of unit installed at the school was not 
decided on before the demands of the present building and fu- 
ture extensions had been studied and approval of the Indian 
Affairs Branch obtained, In view of the reported urgent need 
for the accommodation provided by the Dormitory Building, it 
is considered j{nadvisable to consider any immediate revisions 
to the lighting plant, 


We are satisfied that the best interests of the ins- 
titution will be served by the operation of the unit now in 
place. Nevertheless, when Mr. Kosnar returns from his western 
inspection trip, we will have him contact both Canon Cook and 
the Director of Indian Affairs and have a full report submitted 
to you on the matter.

This will serve to acknowledge your letter of 
April 25th in which you express dissatisfaction with the capa- 
bilities of our engineer at Wabasca. 


I have to admit our present Engineer at the 
Wabasce School is not a certified man but with ordinary D.C. 
equipment as usually used in northern centres he'd be quite 
adequate. However as the new building is equipped with a highly 
automatic A.C. electrical plant his qualifications do not suf- 
fice and we are searching now for an engineer qualified to look 
after the equipment. 


Our problem is cost. ‘Two applications re- 
cently have been received from qualified men but one requires 
$225 monthly with keep and the other $60 weekly in the way of 
salary. You'll immediately see bow impossible it is for the 
Administration to pay such salaries. I feel strongly that if 
the government places fully automatic equipment in these 
northern schools some adjustment ought to be made in per capita 
grants to allow us to pay qualified men or, failing that, the 
government assume the responsibility of supplying its own en- 
gineers to look efter its intricate machinery. 


If one may be permitted a pious hope it is 
that when Indien Affairs Branch has its own engineering branch 
it will install the simplest of equipment in its northern schools. 


In the meantime we are continuing the search 
for a better qualified engineer for Wabasca.

Residential 
School. In the case of pupils who were diacharged during 
the quarter, it is noted that the Principal only requests 
grant for 43 days. It is also noted that,in a great number 
of cases, the Principal only requests grant for 73 days. 


The new requlations in foroe this year allow 
62 days holidays with grant; consequently, in the case of a 
nunil who is discharged, the school ia entitled to reorive 
mrant for 6? days. 


It 4s presumed that the holidays began on July ist 
and that the school re-opened on September lst, consequently, 
fgrany pupil who was in sohool on July lst and returned to 
the aohool after the summer holidays grant should be requected 
for the actual number of days euch pupil was in residence during 
the quarter, plus 62? days. For instance, if a pupil was alloved 
out on holidays on July 1st and returned on September lst, mrant 
should be recuested for 9? days. If, however, 4 punil allowed 
out on holidays on July lst did not return to the school until 
September 10th, mrant should be requested for 63 days ( 6? days 
holiday grant, plus Pl days present during the September quarter.

Dear Doctor McGill: 

I have the honour to report on 
an inspection made of the Roman Catholic 
Boarding School at Wabasce: I spent some 
time in each of the classrooms there, and 
found that the Indian children attending were 
receiving an excellent education, and that 
the work at thie echool compared very favour- 
ably with that performed at any of the schools 
on the outside. 

There are three classrooms in the 
school and the grades taught are from I to VIII. 
I was quite surprised to find children in Grade 
VIII at this institution. The Senior Classroom 
is in charge of Sister John of Egypt, who holds 
a Second Class U. 8. Certifioate, and has tau ght 
in Indian Schools for & number of years; Sister 
Helen of the Crucifix, who has a U. S. standing 
and has taught 15 years in Alberta Indian Schools, 
is in charge of the Interumdiate Classroom; and 
in the Junior Classroom 4s Sister Denise Helene 
who has a Grade X Alberta standing and who hae 
taught for eix years in Alberta Indian Schools.

At the time of my visit there were 
115 children in residence: 75 Indian and 30 
Halfbreed children. They all looked well and 
it was interesting to note that after the Doctor 
and Nurse examined them all, there was only one 
boy attending the school who was not just up to 
the mark. 

BUILDINGS; 

The building is practicallg new 
and was built under the direction of the Prin-~ 
cipal in charge of the school: The lumber was 
€@l11 sawn on the premises as the Church author- 
ities operate a mill there. It is three stories 
high and with the basement comprises four. I do 
not care for this kind of a building as it is 
very difficult to heat in the winter: You can 
well realize that the North winds sweeping 
across the lake are very cold, and the building 
being so high gets the full force of them. The 
School is heated with a hot air furnece which, 
of course, is not satisfactor and I believe some 
parts of the school are practically impossible 
to heat during the winter. There is a partial 
water system in the school: That is to say, one 
basin on each floor, 

Another disadvantage of having 
such 6 high building is that in case of fire 
it is very difficult for children sleeping on 
the top floor to get out. Their omly meane of 
escape are either by the outside stairs from the 


top down to the ground, or by the inside stair 


way. They have fire extinguishers, &c., but 
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in a feame structure of this kind, it would be 
almost impossible to get fire under control if 
there was any wind. 

A study building program is under 
way and a new barn was to be erected this 
Summer, There are also several other new 
buildings in connection with the school that 
have recently been erected. They have a 
further building program in mind, as they 
can saw about 10,000 feet of lumber there each 
year, 

FARMING: 

The school farme 25 acres of land 
and they were clearing 15 acres. They also 
have a large garden. They own aboutl2 work 
horses and have all the implements they re- 
quire, indluding 4 small threshing machine, 
They have about 60 head of cattle and at the 
time of my inspection they were milking five 
cows. They also make butter and the children 
have all the milk they can drink, They keep 
100 hens. 

WORK PERFORMED OTHER THAN CLASSROOM; 

I also went thoroughly into the 
matter of other work performed by the children 
attending this school and found thateewing, 
knitting, cooking, &c., are taught to the 
girls, and their work compares very favourably 
with that of other schools. The boys are 
taught gardening and farm work, One thing 
with which I was very pleased was that they 
boys and girle all have gardens of their ow 
and the school gives prizes for the best-kept 
garden, Thie is certainly a step in the right 


direction, 
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The Staff at the school consists 
of 12 Sistere of Providence, fhe Rev. Principal 
L. Beiglette, is quite an outstanding man, He 
has only been there a short time. He is assis- 
ted by Father E. Petour and four lay brothers, 
and they also give a lot of work to Indians 
clearing land, &c,. At the time of my visit 
there were seven Indians employed. A night- 
watchman is also employed. 

I must say that this is a splendid 
institution and is carrying on good work. It 
is situated right on the banks of the lake, and 
when they have completed their buildings and 
fixed up their grounds according to their plans, 


it will be a beautiful place.

The Department is drawing the atten- 
tion of His Lordship Bishop Guy, under whose 
auspices this school is conducted, to the fire 
hazard, due te the construction of the building. 
He is being requested to take the matter up with 
the Principal and staff and see that every 
precaution is taken. I may add that the services 
of a night watchman are engaged at this school.

Right Reverend Sir: 


Mr. Inspector Christianson, in a report 
on his inspection of the Wabasca R. C. Indian Residen- 
tial School, states that he found conditions generelly 
to be quite satisfactory and that the children are 
receiving an excellent education and training under 
the Reverend Sisters. He found the children in 
excellent health. 


However, the Inspector hae drawn atten- 
tion to certain fire hazard, resulting from the type 
of building - three stories with basement. He states 
the building is difficult to heat in winter and the 
disadventage of having such a high building is that, 
in case of fire, it is extremely difficult for 
children sleeping on the top floor to get out - their 
only means of escape being either by the outside staire 
from the top down to the ground or by the inside 
stairway. The Inspector states that the building is 
a frame structure, and, while they have a good supply 
of fire extinguishers, it would be almost impossible 
to get fire under control if there was any wind. 


I am drawing your attention to the 

Inspector's report only as it refers to danger from 
fire. I am sure that every precaution is taken by the 
rincipal and staff - there being a night watchman at 
the school. However, I should be pleased to have your 
views as to whether every provision has been made to 
overcome fire hazard and, in case of fire, if the 
necessary facilities are available that the children 
can leave the building.
